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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are pending in the Application with claims 4, 10,11,13,14 withdrawn from 
consideration as directed to non-elected species. However, upon examination of the claims, 
generic claim 1 is deemed allowable; therefore, withdrawn claims 4, 10,1 1,13,14 will be rejoined 
and allowed because those claims have all the limitations of the allowable genus. 

Reason for allowance 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests the claimed THIN FILM TRANSISTOR ARRAY PANEL having 
the limitations: a direction control electrode formed in the pixel area and including a portion 
overlapping at least one of the cutouts, and a second thin film transistor connected to the 
direction control electrode, wherein two long edges of each subarea are parallel to each other and 
the at least one of the cutouts overlapping the portion of the direction control electrode defines 
one of two longest edges of the subarea in combination with all other limitations as recited in 
claim 1 .
